THE FVMJD1NO DILL. 


The news comes from Washington 


that it la probable that President Cleve- 
land will discuss tbe indebtedness of 
the Pacific railroads iu his annual 
message to Congress and suggest the 
naoessity of legislation to authorize 
and provide for refunding the debts of 
those corporations to the Oovpiziment. 
In the last fiscal year the Treasury had 
to redeem about $8,000,000 of railroad 
biudg which had matuied. 
In the 


current fiscal year the demand on the 
cash resources of the Treasury for the 
same purpose amount to about $9,000,- 
030 and in the next fiscal year, which 
will eud Jane 30,1898, about $80,000,000 
more of the bonds will mature, and 
have to be paid by tbe Government, 
ualoas Congress provides in some other 
way for the payment of the indebted- 
ness or extends tlio time of payment. 


The present Congress at its session 


last winter took up tho question of the 
indebtedness of the Pacific railroads. 
Committees to which the bill was re- 
ferred in I be House and Senate jointly 
agreed upon a bill to refund the in- 
debtedness. 
For some reason, prob- 


ably a partisan one. there was no 
definite action taken on the bill iu 
either House, but it ia understood thut 
it will be caUed up for consideration 
early in the coming session. 
The Sil- 


ver-Democratic 
party 
of 
Nevada 


pledged its Congressional candidate to 
vote against the bill and he has em- 
phatically declared that he will do so. 


What will be tbe consequences to 


Nevada if tbe Government should take 
possession cf the Central Pacific,which 
is one of the bond-aided roads ? This 
question should be considered by the 
people from a business standpoint, MS 
it is beyond the political stage, onr 
Representative being pledged to vote 
against tbe present fuudmg bill. 
It 


the Central Pacific should berome the 
property of the Government it could 
hot be taxed for any purpose, State, 
municipal or school. As tbe total tax 
of the Central Pacific iu this State 
amounts to about $145,009 annually, 
what provision can bo made for this 
loss of revenue to the State und the 
counties through which tbe road runs ? 
The State is In debt and so are all the 
counties through which the road runs, 
except Churchill and Elko. 
In what 


manner will the State pi ovido for the 
loss of revenue if the road becomes 
the 
property of the Government ? 


This is a question which should be dis- 
cussed dispassionately. 
None of the 


platforms which favor Government 
ownership of railroads suggest a 
method of providing for tbe loss of 
revenue which would result. 
The 


people under the "gold standard aud 
prosperity" find great 
difficulty m 


paying the present rate of taxation, 
and that rate will have to be materially 
Increased if the road becomes Govern- 
ment property. 
As theie is a proba- 


bility of such a contingency our people 
should discuss the question so that the 
Legislature can provide for it in ac- 
cordance with their wishes.

It is the Dlret Road to Prosperity. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—The wild scramble 


that is now going on by the Republi- 
can politicians of Nevada for places at 
the public crib is a strong argument 
in favor of government paternalism.

The Hartley-Foley Cose Continued Uutil 


After Thnnkggivlng -Its Considera- 
tion To-Day. 


OAESON CITY, November 25,1896. 


Beading of testimony and depositions 


from the Foley murder case occupied 
nearly all of, the attention of the court 
to-day. Mrs. Hartley was on the stand 
a couple of times and gave her evidence 
in a more composed ,and pronounced 
style than she did yesterday. -And her 
juvenile aspirant for a portion of the 
Poley estate behaved well until one 
time his nurse attempted to lead him 
outside the rail when he suddenly 
noticed his mother' wasn't coming 
along and made a terrible outcry and 
commotion. 
He ran back, with a 


"eather duster in "his , hand, weeping 
loudly, and was not pacified until he 
climbed to his mother's shoulder with 
iiis arms around her neck as she sat on 
Ihe witness etand. 


At the noon recess of an hour and a 
lf, Mrs. Hartley and child and nurse 


were taken home to State Prison for 
dinner and back in the prison wagon, 
and returned there after court ad- 
journed for the day. 


In response to cross questioning 


Mrs. Hartley testified to knowing that 
Foley was a married man before her 
trouble with him, and to consulting or 
seeing Jan attoruey immediately after 
the tragedy. Tbe document or written 
statement which she says Foley wrote 
out in her room in the presence of no 
one but he.rself, and which sbe says she 
saw him sign, she testified to-day to 
read as follows: 


"I hereby acknowledge that I am the 


father of the child of which Mrs-Alice 
M. Hartley is now pregnant. 


"M. D. FOLEY." 


•Then he wrote the date upon it, I 


think, and handed it to me to read. I 
returned it to him and he put it in his 
pocket, and I have never seen it since. 
He was with me for an hour after writ- 
ing it." 


This was not satisfactory to her as it 


did not exonerate her, and she wanted 
something better, properly witnessed. 
She admitted saying nothing about it 
to her attorney until July, 1895, over a 
year afterward, and could specify no 
one else to whom she had meulioned it. 
Yet upon this mythical document this 
suit is based. 


The depositions of all the witnesses 


agree in no such docuinout or written 
statement was found among Foley's 
papers or on deposit any where although 
it was searched for high and low. 


All the testimony being iu and the 


attorneys not ready to argue and 
elude the case for the jury, court ad- 
journed at 4 p. M. until 10 A. M. Friday.
